These facts were revealed by Dr. 
J. N. McCormaok, secretary of the 
State Board of Health, in an official 
statement Just issued, showing that a 
total of 7,017 deaths had bee^ report- 
e<! to the board'B bureau M vltol sta- 
tistics, and. he estimates there were, 
in th^ same period, about 1,000 deaths 
In mountain districts and other sec- 
tions of the State where physicians 
could not be obtained, and eonseiiuent- 
ly no reports made. 

Dr. MeCormack, In commenting np- 
(.11 the statement, said the epidemic 
was first noticed In Kentucky at llcwl- 
iiig Oreeii September 22. 

It was brought to the State, he said, 
by a battalion -of soldlera from a 
Southern oantcmment, who were en- 
tertained In the elty two days while 
en route to Camp Zaoliary Taylor. 

He also attrlbntea the appearance of 
the disease at the Louisville camp to 
this battalion, he aald. 

Although the death toll is larger 
than previously estimated, It Is some- 
what lower than in otlier Sl.ites, Pr. 
MeCormack says, and he iitirlbuleF 
this faot to preventive measures 
adopted in Kentucky early in Octo- 
ber, and, especially, to restrict ions 
Imposed October 6 and maintained un- 
til early <n November. 

Conditions in nearly all parts of the 
Slate at thla time are greatly im- 
proved. Dr. MoCormaek reporta, and 
prospects for eUlniiiatlon of the dla- 
ease in the near future are bright

united endeavor will be developed a 
new conscience and such a force for 
common good that the further pro- 
gress of health work wlU be enhanced 
ten fold.

OOVBRNMENT OWNERSHIP VS. INDIVIDUAL INITIATIVE 

The (luostioii of govcrmueiit ownorsliip is not one to be decided 
according to tlie demands ot temporary cmergeney. It is donl)tf»I 
whether there was any real need for the government to talce over the 
railroads when it did. If the railroads had been granted even a por- 
tion of the increase in rates wliicli Mr. McAdoo cstnliluislnd somi 
after he got control, the private managers could huvi! coiiducteil the 
roads with as good service as the public^ ooold expect. Neither wits 
tlirrc nor is thcri^ imy reason for govemmont oi)crntion of the tele- 
phone, telegrapli and cable lines. Experience has shown and will 
continue to show that government operation Is more (apenidTe and 
leia efficient. 

But cost in money and chnraeter of service are minor consider- 
ations. The fuudamcutal evil of government ownership lies in the 
effect it has upon the individual, creating in his mind a wrong concep- 
tion of his relation to the government. The gradual extensicn of 
government ownership or operation carries with it the ihmm' swry 
assumption that private operation is either incllieij;nl or dishonesl and 
that the citizen mast look to the government for service. Individual 
initiative is diseoiirnfred. The marvelous spirit of enterprise \ liieh 
developed in this eonntry a wonderfully eflieient system of rail t ans- 
'portation is rebuked by the assumption that it has failinl. Tlie men 
who built a net-work of telegraph and telephone lines throucliunt 
the coitntry are given the brand of failure by men who never built 
anythinfr in any country. If that will not dampen the ardor of Amer- 
ican enterprise, we do not know what will. 

What this country needs, and wJiat every'" eonntry needs vi en- 
couragement of individual initiative. We should induce e\ei'y n\aii 
to put forth the best otTort th'tre is in him and assure him a rea.so lahl ' 
reward for success. Under government ownership and operation the 
tendency.,is to discourage individual enterprise, for, as we havi' seeii 
in the recent past, partisan prejudice eontrofs advancement c \ci pt 
wbere an outraged public forces recognition of ability. 

None of the great American achievements can be credited 1 .> the- 
- controling hand of government. Freedom of thought and freed -m of 
endeavor, with security in the enjoyment of the legitimate fnr.ls of 
pei-sonal effort are essential to continued progress. Every limil.ition 
upon proper enterprise hampers progress and must resi^lt in inertia 
or retrogression. 

The problem of government ownership and operation is uol i.iere- 
ly one of higher costs and poorer service, although those are m I'erial 
considerations. The real danger is the shackling of eutei*pri.> .■ uinl 
the inculcation of the idea that the people of the country mn: t rei\ 
upon the government for everything, instead of depencdinp .-.ipon 
tJ^tau^lves.

Cenaty Agent Bsylalas Why Wason 
Connty Fanners Are Urged to 
■also Pare Bred Bolstein* 
Frieslaa Cattle. 

Borne time ago the Holstein-Frlesian 
cattle men In Maaon oounty organised 
0 Holateltt-Frleetan Assoolatton here 
and since that time UTaaon oounty 
farmers have been urged. to raise pure 
^red cattle ot that particular breed. 

For many years farmers through 
this section were partial to the Jersey 
and many questions have been asked 
about the recommendation of our agrl- 
riiltiiral lenders to specialize in the 
Holslein cow. County Atont Kirk wap 
usked W'hy this special breed wi^ Jic- 
Ing urged and in order that all may 
understand he makes tbe following 
statement: 

There are three things which one 
should oonsider in choosing a breed of 
dairy cattle. One may have other rea- 
sons than the three given, but if he Ig- 
nores any one ot these he is taking 
chances on losing money. Many ques- 
tions have been asked as to why the 
Holstein-Friesian cow is recomiiiemleil 
to Mason county. Tiie only fair test 
ip liy cniiiimrison. and the lalest avail- 
able llRures, compiled In Man li I'.llT. 
are a good Index as to llie I'mdiiction. 
tbe Prolificacy, and the popularity of 
llie Hoisteln as compared to the other 
breeds. 

Production Includes both milk and 
and buttenfat production. One cannot 
ignore eitobr of these. Production Is 
the sole reason for the existence of the 
dairy cow. and if it fails revenue stops. 

Prolloaoy is the next important Item. 
A cow should produce a calf every 
year. The lari^est Item of profit In 
many dairies is the revenue derived 
!rom the sale of the yottUg animals for 
hreedliiK purposes. 

Popularity Is the third iniporiatit 
factor. If there is no demand for your 
heifers and hulls the' nbility of your 
cows to reproduce themselves Is of lit- 
tle benefit to you.

(Herman Capital Facing Two BevoItA 
Is On Verire of Complct4> Anarchy. 



London. Drciinln'r 27 — Wives and 
sweethearts of tlie niutinouH (iermaii 
s:iil(irs liave seized rifles niiii joineii in 
liefeuse of the roy;if paliu e ap.iiinst the 
Civil Guard, accordiiiK to a despatch 
died In Berlin Wednesday night and 
received by the Express today. 

Although the sailors technically 
have surrendered, they refused to 
leave the city and have announced 
they will continue to support Chancel- 
lor Gbert, who permits them to re- 
main. 

"The city is on the verge of an- 
archy and flRhlim; is expected to con- 
tii ue," the despatch said. 

Two distinct cnnfllcts now are un- 
der way In the city — the armed oppo- 
sition of the sailors and tholr women 
to orders transferring the men to 
coastal cities, and the efforts of the 
rejuvenated Spartaoides to overthrow 
ilui Gbert-Scheldemann government. 

The Spartacides, under leadership 
of Karl IJebknecht, have announced 
I'li'ir intention of forcing the present 
ministry to ref^iiin.
